No  two  Yearly  Meetings  are  alike.  Since  we 
can’t  remember  much  of  the  past  26  Pacific  Yearly 
Meetings,  we  will  probably  recall  most  recent  ones 
— like  last  year’s. 

Those  who  were  at  Salem  a year  ago  will  vividly 
remember  the  dramatic  session  when  we  faced  our 
moment  of  truth  — that  in  our  care  for  our 
children  and  our  families  we  were  not  one  Yearly 
Meeting.  It  was  not  the  lack  of  wanting  or  hard 
work  in  planning  — we  simply  hadn’t  made  it  that 
time! 

As  a result,  this  year  has  been  marked  by  a 
PYM-wide  determination  to  try  harder  in  building 
a family- centered  program.  The  article  in  this 
Bulletin  detailing  the  educational  program  de- 
scribes the  heart  and  content  of  it.  It  is  built 
around  three  themes:  our  Faith  and  Practice, 
China  and  our  environment.  We  have  recruited  a 
record  number  of  volunteers  and  staff  to  help.  It  is 
a wonderful  core  group  with  whom  you  can  still 
find  a place  to  help  and  be  very  useful. 

-*We  are  all  related.  In  this  Yearly  Meeting  we 
want  to  emphasize,  explore  and  enjoy  that  rela- 
tionship — through  worship,  discussion,  play  and 
those  wonderful,  unplanned  times  together.  We 
will  have  a daily  paper  to  help  us  know  what’s 
going  on  with  every  age.  When  we  are  centered  on 
“our  concern”  of  the  moment,  we  want  to  feel  the 
related  concerns  throughout  that  handsome  St. 
Mary’s  campus. 

No  Meeting  is  more  important  than  the  opening 
session  on  Sunday  at  2 in  the  gymnasium  for 
everyone.  Families  will  sit  together  and  after  the 
opening  worship  we  will  describe  in  broad  outline 
our  plans.  We  will  meet  the  children’s  leaders  and 
all  the  children.  All  will  learn  their  group  and  place 
of  meeting  by  going  there. 

You  can  see  how  important  it  is  that  YOU  be 
there. 

It  will  be  an  hour’s  meeting  — and  only  the 
beginning  of  this  year’s  great  experiment. 


Most  of  us  “come  back”  to  Yearly  Meeting 
having  attended  other  Yearly  Meetings.  And 
coming  back,  we  bring  something  with  us.  We  look 
forward  to  Madge  and  Ben  Seaver  bringing  their

We’ve  been  hoping 
to  see  YOU  at  Yearly  Meeting  and  all  of  you 
wonderful  surprises  whom  we  greet  (remember?) 
“I  didn’t  know  you  were  coming.  I’m  so  glad 
YOU’RE  here.” 

It  all  starts  at  2 o’clock  on  Sunday,  the  13th. 
Don’t  be  late.

Hours  for  Ours 

Families  are  urged  to  register  early,  completing 
details  for  the  number  of  children,  their  ages  and 
sex.  Children  below  first  grade  will  have  a nursery 
and  kindergarten  program;  small  groups  for  boys 
and  for  girls  in  Grades  1 and  2,  3 and  4,  5 and  6 
will  be  offered  each  morning  from  9 to  1 1 o’clock.

Our 
younger  Friends  will  have  special  help  at  the  time 
of  registering  in  choosing  the  morning  groups  in 
which  they  will  participate  throughout  the  Yearly 
Meeting  sessions,  featuring  ecology,  units  on  China 
and  Indo  China  or  Testimonies  of  Friends. 
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PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING 
August  13-17,  1972 
St.  Mary’s  College 
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Sports  equipment  and  table  games  will  be 
welcome  for  the  afternoons.  Soccer,  baseball, 
volleyball,  basketball,  tennis  and  horseshoes  can  be 
enjoyed  at  Yearly  Meeting  with  some  “assist”  on 
equipment.  Craft  supplies  will  be  provided  — and 
these  may  be  extended  by  donations  of  bits  of 
yarn,  cloth,  beads,  spools,  leather  strips,  reeds  and 
acrylics  with  ideas  and  crafts  to  share.  Marvin 
Falgatter  will  be  there  with  his  famous  wood- 
working equipment,  and  he  will  need  two  helpers 
to  extend  this  popular  craft  in  the  afternoons. 

Bring  wraps  for  children  for  the  early  mornings 
and  evenings.  Cooperation  is  needed  from  parents 
so  that  the  staff  knows  their  child’s  expectation 
eacy  day.  Parents  should  look  for  a daily  bulletin 
announcement  of  time  and  place  of  all  children’s 
programs,  which  should  be  available  at  breakfast 
time  each  day. 

If  adults  will  make  their  talents  available  to  all 
Yearly  Meeting  children,  we  can  accomplish  our 
goal  of  continuous  growth  within  a caring  com- 
munity. 

A modified  Worship-Fellowship  for  children 
will  be  held  daily  8:15  to  9 o’clock,  gathering  at 
the  flag  pole,  followed  by  the  small  groups  with  a 
leader  for  the  morning  programs  from  9 to  1 1 
o’clock.  Crafts,  dancing  and  swimming  will  be 
available  from  1 1 o’clock  until  lunch  time.  Parents 
should  arrange  lunch  plans  for  the  child  promptly 
or  give  the  child  his  lunch  ticket. 

Crafts  are  offered  for  all  Yearly  Meeting  after- 
noons. Recreation  hikes,  swimming  and  special 
trips  will  also  be  available  for  children  during 
afternoon  Yearly  Meeting  sessions.  Family  singing 
will  be  held  after  supper  until  time  for  the  evening 
sessions.  Special  music  groups  will  be  meeting  after 
lunch.  Evening  films  and  slide  shows  for  school 
children  will  be  offered  from  7:30  to  9 o’clock. 
Younger  children  should  be  called  for  and  put  to 
bed  after  the  first  hour  of  films.  There  is  no 
provision  for  under  fives  after  5 o’clock,  but  baby 
sitters  may  be  hired  for  evening  duty  in  the 
dormitory,  after  children  are  put  to  bed  by  their 
parents.  The  nursery  and  baby  care  program  is 
8:15  to  noon  and  afternoons  from  3 to  5 o’clock. 

During  Committee  Day,  Saturday,  a minimum 
staff  of  child  care  will  be  provided  and  baby  sitters 
may  be  hired.  Family  Night,  Wednesday,  will  be 
under  the  care  of  Lois  Bailey.  Children’s  art  will  be 
displayed  alongside  all  other  art  work  at  Yearly 
Meeting.  Interest  groups  in  poetry  — with  poetry 
writing  and  poetry  reading  — will  be  featured. 
Bring  favorite  poetry  for  sharing  and  other  favorite 
books  to  share.  Bring  words  and  music  to  favorite 
songs  and  music  for  instrumental  groups.  All 
unamplified  instruments  are  welcome.  The  Red- 
wood Grove  will  be  available  for  practicing  and 
performing.  ^

FRIENDS  BULLETIN 
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Social  Order:  Where  Is  the  Call? 


Blacks,  Chicanos,  Orientals,  Women,  Young 
People,  American  Indians,  Homosexuals  — these 
are  not  the  only  minorities  against  whom  WASPs 
discriminate  in  the  U.S.A.;  they  are  the  main  ones 
which  currently  engage  the  attention  of  Friends. 

The  one  subject  among  these  few  that  has  been 
dealt  with  at  length  in  the  constituent  meetings  of 
PYM  has  been  Friends’  relationships  with  our  own 
homosexuals,  and  our  recommendation  on  the 
treatment  of  homosexuals  in  the  wider  society. 
Some  Meetings  have  minuted  their  concerns  in 
both  areas,  and  have  sent  these  minutes  to  Yearly 
Meeting  M&O  Committee.  M&O  is  not  ready  yet 
to  react.  Social  Order  would  be  pleased  to  receive 
such  minutes  also,  since  our  relations  with  the 
society  at  large  are  the  essence  of  its  grist. 

The  relevant  query  for  1972-73  is:  In  what  area 
of  discrimination  do  Friends  wish  to  concentrate 
their  efforts  for  the  coming  year?  We  were  pushed 
into  our  inquiry  on  homosexuality  by  an  out-of- 
order  incident  at  the  last  Yearly  Meeting.  Do  we 
wish  to  wait  for  another  outburst  (and  thus 
encourage  minorities  to  attack  us),  or  shall  we 
exercise  our  initiative  in  seeking  the  light? 

Repression  in  the  society  is  most  blatantly 
exhibited  in  the  behavior  of  the  police  and  of  all 
those  concerned  with  the  administration  of 
“justice,”  prisons,  the  jails.  The  AFSC  has  had 
written  a strong  polemic  against  this  system,  called 
“Struggle  for  Justice.”  (Hill  and  Wang,  1972, 
paper.)  Ed  Morgenroth  and  Jan  Marinissen  are  two 
of  the  authors  of  this  tract  who  have  been  busy 
participating  in  public  meetings  to  explain  its 
point  of  view.  San  Jose  and  Palo  Alto  Meetings 
jointly  sponsored  such  a meeting  with  a panel  of 
six  speakers  and  125  attenders  last  April  22.  As  a 
consequence.  Bub  Burnett  of  Palo  Alto  put  to- 
gether a panel  on  observers  of  the  police  for  Palo 
Alto  Friends,  which  was  attended  by  about  30  on 
May  13.  Included  was  the  Palo  Alto  police  chief, 
who  sat  still  and  listened  to  a description  of  the 
work  of  the  Community  Alert  Patrol  as  it  func- 
tions to  protect  citizens  of  San  Jose’s  East  Side 
Chicano  ghetto  from  the  attacks  of  the  police. 

These  are  only  representative  of  Friends’  activi- 
ties in  the  area  of  repression  and  the  deprivation  of 
the  rights  of  free  citizens  of  this  great  republic. 
The  Social  Order  Committee  will  be  glad  to  receive 
more  reports  of  Meeting  activities  in  this  area. 

Are  we  satisfied  with  what  we  are  going?  Do  we 
wish  to  redirect  and  focus  our  efforts  in  the  light 
of  consultation  one  with  another? 


In  frequent  issues  of  the  Friends  Journal  and  in 
newsletters  from  various  Meetings,  we  express 
dissatisfaction  with  our  wrong  ordering  of  re- 
sources. Friends  own  stocks  and  vote  proxies, 
often  in  aid  and  comfort  to  the  military  complex 
and  to  corporate  giantism.  Some  Friends  seek 
purity  in  their  investments,  some  seek  to  absolve 
themselves  of  responsibility  as  the  Friends  did  who 
got  out  of  the  government  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
some  Friends  are  busy  about  the  building  of  the 
new  community.  In  our  Utopian  strivings  we  hope 
that  alienation  will  be  forgotten,  sharing  and 
caring  will  extend  to  the  stranger,  and  coercion 
will  be  replaced  by  positive  reinforcement. 

Do  we  wish  to  let  such  communities  limp 
through  their  painful  beginning  stages,  or  are  we 
willing  to  nurture  experimental  Friends  in  their 
new  ideas  with  all  of  the  facilities  of  our  tax 
exemption,  middle-class  wealth,  religious  insight, 
and  well  established  organization?  1 hope  that 
Friends  may  continue  to  extend  and  defend  the 
social  order  as  we  see  the  light.

I hope  to  see  many  of  you  at  St.  Mary’s  August 
13  to  20.  My  purpose  in  writing  is  to  remind  you 
to  write  suggestions  to  me,  or  to  Zona  Gray  or  Ted 
Etter  or  Keith  Faulconer  or  Roberta  Niska,  about 
what  activities  you  can  organize  or  lead  or  want  to 
happen  at  PYM. 

Young  Friends  are  adults  and  YFs  at  the  same 
time.  There  is  a need  for  us  at  one  time  to  attend 
adult  sessions  and  at  other  times  to  gather  our- 
selves together.  In  the  past  few  years,  there  have 
been  a lot  of  disappointed  YFs  emerging  from 
PYM.  I attribute  this  phenomenon  pretty  much  to 
unrealistic  expectations  for  a Second  Miracle.  It 
has  been  my  pleasure  to  experience  some  really 
good  times  — and  they  were  possible  due  to 
everybody’s  effort.  I and  the  Clerk’s  getting’-it-on 
committee  listed  above  are  going  to  try  to  provide 
some  “iceberg”  structure:  not  conspicuous,  but 
available  when  you  want  some  organization. 

Suggestions  received  to  date  for  YF  activities 
are  Quaker  dialogue;  singing  and  jamming;  gorilla 
or  improvisational  theatre;  action  and  serious 
discussion  groups;  co-counseling;  games,  like 
volleyball  and  soccer;  Yoga;  hikes,  silent  and  not 
so,  and  participation  in  the  China,  ecology.  Faith 
and  Practice  theme  of  PYM  1972. 

Besides  the  traditional  tasks  of  new  Clerk  and 
YFNA  representative  selection,  writing  the  YF 
Epistle,  and  petitioning  adult  YM  for  help  and 
monies  for  xyz  concerns,  I think  Yearly  Meeting 
can  be  a truly  fine  growth  experience  to  realize 
ourselves  in  the  context  of  living  Quakerism. 

I wish  to  air  a concern  about  our  Quaker 
heritage.  My  concern  is  that  many  of  the  Friends  I 
made  last  year  at  Salem  had  no  real  compre- 
hension of  Quaker  history.  As  the  Society  of 
Friends  is  such  an  experiential  religion,  I per- 
sonally find  help  in  knowing  what  that  experience 
has  been  for  other  Friends.  I feel  that  is  a 
particularly  valuable  knowledge  for  us  composing 
the  silent  branch  of  Quakers  because  with  so  little 
written  dogma,  we  have  to  rely  on  history  for  our 
commonality.  If  you  have  not  -already  read 
“American  Quakers  Today”  edited  by  Edwin  B. 
Bronner,  or  the  Discipline  of  PYM,  I urge  you  to 
in  order  for  Yearly  to  be  more  meaningful. 

For  July,  I plan  to  be  in  England  and  am 
looking  forward  to  visiting  Pendle  Hill  and  other 
Friendly  origins.  I will  return  to  Davis  by  August  6 


and  hope  to  find  lots  of  ideas  and  plans  from  you 
in  my  mailbox.  We  also  urge  YFs  to  come  to  PYM 
a day  early  and  join  in  preparation.

‘HAND  AND  SPIRIT’ 

Four  paintings  by  Quaker  artist  Edward  Hicks, 
best  known  for  his  “Peaceable  Kingdom”  series 
and  now  recognized  as  America’s  foremost  primi- 
tive painter,  are  included  in  “The  Hand  and  the 
Spirit:  Religious  Art  in  America  1700-1900,” 
which  will  be  at  the  University  Art  Museum, 
Berkeley,  from  June  28  through  August  27.  The 
exhibit  is  open  11-5  daily,  except  Mondays  and 
Tuesdays. 

Hicks,  born  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1780,  became  a Friend  when  he  was  23,  joining 
the  Middletown  Meeting,  where  in  1812  he  was 
officially  recorded  as  a minister.Tn  1815  he  helped 
found  the  Newtown  Preparatory  Meeting,  which 
he  served  in  many  capacities  — most  notably  as  a 
recorded  minister,  or  “Public  Friend”  — until  his 
death  in  1849. 

Apprenticed  early  to  a coach  painter,  Hicks 
soon  began  painting  houses  as  well,  then  sign 
posts,  tavern  signs,  furniture  and  finally  easel 
paintings.  Many  canvases  were  variations  on  the 
Peaceable  Kingdom  theme,  which  he  adopted  in 
1820  from  a Richard  Westall  design  showing  a 
child  with  its  arm  about  the  neck  of  a lion  and 
followed  by  a group  of  other  animals. 

Three  of  Hicks’  Peaceable  Kingdoms,  done 
between  1820  and  1849,  appear  in  “The  Hand  and 
the  Spirit,”  along  with  an  1846  painting  of  Noah’s 
Ark. 

“The  Hand  and  the  Spirit”  is  the  first  exhibi- 
tion ever  to  document  the  religious  theme  in 
American  art.  Containing  over  120  paintings  and 
sculptures,  it  was  organized  by  Jane  Dillenberger, 
associate  professor  of  art  history  at  the  Graduate 
Theological  Union  in  Berkeley,  and  is  co- 
sponsored by  the  University  Art  Museum,  the 
Graduate  Theological  Union  and  The  National 
Collection  of  Fine  Arts  of  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, Washington,  D.C. 

After  showing  in  Berkeley,  the  exhibition  will 
travel  to  the  National  Collection  of  Fine  Arts,  the 
Dallas  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  Indianapolis 
Museum  of  Art. 
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Converging  from  all  directions,  and  by  many 
kinds  of  vehicle,  202  Friends  and  their  friends 
(including  42  children  less  than  10  years  of  age) 
gathered  for  three  days,  June  8-11,  at  Ghost 
Ranch,  Abiquiu,  New  Mexico,  for  the  Inter- 
mountain Friends  Fellowship. 


FIRST  SESSION 

Throughout  the  initial  worship  at  the  close  of 
the  day  the  flow  continued.  Joyous  recognition  of 
old  friends  exhilarated  the  spirit.  Small  children 
drawn  spontaneously  to  each  other  walked  out 
quietly  and  softly  laughed  and  played  outdoors. 
Silence  overflowed  in  prayers  and  recitals  of 
Scripture. 

At  the  rise  of  worship  a roll-call  of  Meetings 
and  visitors  preceded  a series  of  announcements 
and  program  decisions.  Answering  were  Meetings 
and  Worship  Groups  in  Mexico,  Boulder,  Mountain 
View  (Denver),  Fort  Collins,  Durango,  Albuquer- 
que, Santa  Fe,  Las  Vegas  (New  Mexico),  Gallup, 
Socorro,  Flagstaff,  Phoenix,  Pima,  Tempe, 
Lubbock,  El  Paso,  Las  Vegas  (Nevada)  and  Salt 
Lake/Logan. 

Visitors  introduced  were  Gretchen  Tuthill  of  La 
Jolla-Palomar,  Chairman  of  the  Consultative  Com- 
mittee on  Organization  of  PYM,  and  Galen  Kline, 
Lehigh  Valley  Meeting,  and  his  wife  Paulle,  both 
'of  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  meeting  approved  the  nomination  of 
Arizona  Meeting’s  Thornton  Price  to  serve  as  Clerk 
of  the  1972  meeting  and  of  Frances  McAllister  as 
Recording  Clerk. 

Announcements  essential  to  the  conduct  of 
Worship-Fellowship  Groups  and  other  procedural 
matters  essential  before  the  Second  Session  could 
meet  were  decided.  The  meeting  closed  with  brief 
silence. 


SECOND  SESSION 

Worship  was  renewed  and  expanded  by  the 
addition  of  late  arrivals. 

The  substance  of  the  meeting  for  business 
consisted  of  announcements  of  facilities,  services 
and  regulations,  followed  by  decisions  as  to  the 
content  of  programs  for  the  remaining  time. 


Announcements  were  made  of  interest  groups, 
outdoor  activities,  films  and  a wide  variety  of 
services  which  could  be  provided  by  the  manage- 
ment of  Ghost  Ranch. 

THIRD  SESSION 

Jonathan  Anderson,  departing  early  for  Dallas, 
eagerly  expressed  to  the  entire  body  his  appre- 
ciation for  fellowship  and  the  opportunity  he  had 
been  given  to  correct  misimpressions  of  Friends. 

There  was  a profusion  of  announcements  rela- 
ting to  changed  programs  and  a variety  of  indivi- 
dual interests  and  offerings  of  activities  for  the  last 
night  together.  Friends  expressed  concern  that 
fellowship  and  live  entertainment,  providing 
opportunities  for  children  and  adults  to  share,  are 
preferable. 

Mary  Minor  requested  that  representatives  of  aU 
Meetings  provide  essential  data  to  become  the 
basis  of  an  Intermountain  Friends  Meeting  Direc- 
tory. 

Ruth  McCully  reported  on  the  craft  program 
which  has  provided  opportunities  for  participation 
in  creative  activities.  Ray  Farmer  presented  an 
ardent  request  for  assistance  to  the  children  of 
Bangladesh  through  an  AFSC-approved  project. 

Lenore  Goodenough  presented  selections  from 
the  WCC  program.  Its  services  to  Friends  include 
map,  handbook  and  calendar  of  Yearly  Meetings, 
the  Quaker  UN  program  headed  by  Barry  and  Kate 
Hollister  but  financed  by  AFSC,  the  triennial 
world  meeting  of  Friends,  the  contact  provided 
isolated  Friends  by  the  Wider  Quaker  Fellowship, 
the  Youth  Pilgrimages  annually  in  George  Fox 
Country.  FWC  has  a concern  for  isolated  Friends 
and  helps  them  by  providing  inter-visitation  and 
contacts  with  other  Friends  Meetings  of  their 
regions.  Mention  was  made  of  the  One  Per  Cent 
More  program,  which  has  not  had  wide  support. 
She  then  spoke  of  the  FCNL,  which  relates  to 
concerns  shared  by  many  in  this. 

Marian  Hoge  gave  the  Clerk’s  Meeting  Report: 
In  attendance  at  this  meeting  of  Clerks  and 
interested  persons  were  representatives  from  three 
New  Mexico  Monthly  Meetings,  four  Arizona 
Monthly  Meetings,  two  Colorado  Montlily  Meet- 
ings and  two  Utah  Worship  Groups. 

— Salt  Lake  City  Meeting,  according  to  a 
former  member,  was  laid  down  by  PYM  and  Utah 
Friends  feel  the  need  of  fellowship  with  other 
Friends  and  sufficient  structure  to  at  least  allow 
membership  in*  the  Society. 
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— On  the  question  of  a Yearly  Meeting,  New 
Mexico  Friends  have  already  submitted  a minute 
to  PYM  expressing  our  desire  to  break  away.  This 
was  done  at  Executive  Committee  Meeting  in 
March  and  will  be  brought  before  PYM  in  August. 

— Arizona  Half-Yearly  Meeting  has  discussed 
breaking  away  from  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  but 
some  still  feel  an  obligation  to  carry  out  remaining 
responsibilities.  Positive  action  is  forthcoming. 

— Colorado  Meetings  operating  independently 
have  divided  views.  Mt.  View  Meeting  has  some 
who  favor  a Yearly  Meeting  and  many  who  are 
interested  in  the  continuation  of  this  fellowship. 
Boulder  Meeting  wishes  simplicity  of  structure  and 
generally  is  not  convinced  of  the  value  of  a Yearly 
Meeting. 

— The  general  sense  of  this  meeting  was  that 
the  fellowship  should  continue  at  least  for  the 
coming  year  and  some  organization  should  be 
considered  for  smooth  functioning  of  this 
fellowship. 

The  amended  report  of  Group  No.  2 is  incorpo- 
rated in  the  minutes:  “The  Monthly  Meeting  is  the 
fundamental  working  unit  of  the  Society.” 

The  above  quotation  from  the  Discipline  of 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  has  echoes  in  nearly 
every  other  Disicpline.  The  group  which  has  been 
considering  the  formation  of  another  Yearly 
Meeting  in  this  region  has  attempted  to  keep  this 
quotation  as  the  central  theme  in  its  deliberations. 
The  following  queries  and  advices  are  offered  to 
the  Monthly  Meetings  as  they  seek  an  answer  to 
the  question:  “Should  the  Intermountain  Friends 
Fellowship  evolve  into  a Yearly  Meeting.” 

— Does  the  Yearly  Meeting  serve  as  a source  of 
information  to  the  Monthly  Meetings  about  the 
activities  and  concerns  of  larger  Quaker  organiza- 
tions and  opportunities  for  Quaker  service?  How 
do  we  want  to  relate  to  the  worldwide  community 
of  Friends?  Some  of  these  organizations  might  be: 
Friends  World  Committee,  Friends  Committee  on 
National  Legislation,  American  Friends  Service 
Committee,  William  Penn  House,  other  Yearly 
Meetings. 

— What  traditions  in  our  Society  are  worth 
preserving  or  continuing?  How  do  we  help  new 
people  to  know  what  traditional  methods  have 
substance? 

— May  we  keep  a clear  eye  to  this  Meeting’s 
being  a spiritual  fellowship  in  which  we  are  seeking 
a corporate  experience?  How  do  we  keep  before  us 
the  need  for  worship  at  the  center  of  business? 

— What  continuing  services  are  essential  to 


prepare  and  conduct  a meeting  annually? 

Recommended  Minute:  “A  Continuing  Com- 
mittee shall  be  constituted  to  serve  the  Inter- 
mountain Friends  Fellowship  (a)  in  preparing  and 
conducting  a Meeting  annually,  and  (b)  in  bringing 
forward  the  names  of  recommended  persons  to 
serve  as  Clerk,  Recording  Clerk  and  Treasurer  for 
the  next  year.  Each  participating  Monthly  Meeting 
and  Worship  Group  may  appoint  one  representa- 
tive and  one  alternate  to  the  Continuing  Com- 
mittee. Where  possible,  two-year  overlapping  terms 
would  be  desirable.” 

Discussion  Group  No.  2 presented  the  above 
Minute.  Questions  were  considered.  After  expres- 
sions of  concern  that  organization  be  kept 
minimal,  the  meeting  agreed  that  for  the  present 
the  gathering  be  described  as  the  Intermountain 
Friends  Fellowship  rather  than  to  be  a Yearly 
Meeting. 

The  Meeting  approved  retention  of  the  present 
officers:

Recording  Clerk Frances  McAllister 

The  Clerk  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  the 
Continuing  Committee. 

Attenders  present  are  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility to  carry  to  their  Monthly  Meetings  the 
report  of  the  decisions  of  this  meeting. 

Friends  approved  proposals  of  the  Clerk  for  the 
Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship  weekends  of 
June  7-10  (or  if  that  is  not  feasible,  June  14-17)  at 
Ghost  Ranch. 

Mary  Minor  requested  that  suggestions  for  the 
program  content,  arrangements  and  services  which 
are  desirable  for  next  year  be  forwarded  to  the 
Continuing  Committee. 

The  Peace  Testimony  Group  reported: 

— Recognizing  that  we  human  beings  are  now 
beset  with  the  possibility  of  man-caused  catas- 
trophe, both  physical  and  moral,  from  so  many 
sides,  our  central  task  is  that  of  finding  ways  to 
respond  with  the  sense  of  urgency  that  our  time  in 
history  demands  — with  the  realization  that  our 
failure  to  attain  immediately  our  ultimate  goal 
should  not  deter  each  of  us  from  realizing  our  best 
selves  spiritually  through  the  effort,  and  each  of  us 
from  making  his  or  her  own  contribution  to  peace. 

— We  cannot  deal  with  every  cause,  every 
battlefront.  But  if  we  build  upon  the  peace 
testimony,  even  with  varying  interpretations,  we 
must  be  devoted  to  that  which  is  non-destructive 
of  nature  and  our  fellow  man.  We  can  examine  our 
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Regional  Meetings  — New  Mexico 


The  spring  meeting  of  New  Mexico  Quarterly 
Meeting  was  held  at  the  Santa  Fe  Meetinghouse  on 
May  21,  1972.  Santa  Fe,  Albuquerque,  Las  Vegas, 
Gallup,  and  Los  Alamos  Meetings  were  represented 
and  Quarterly  welcomed  three  Friends  from 
Lubbock,  Tex.,  for  the  first  time  as  well  as  a 
visitor  from  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting. 

Officers  of  the  Quarter  will  serve  another  year. 

Bill  Brow,  area  representative  for  AFSC,  re- 
ported that  the  AFSC  — considering  that  money 
contributed  from  New  Mexico  generally  has  been 
used  outside  New  Mexico  — offered  $1,000  for 
each  of  two  projects:  a hostel  in  Santa  Fe  and  a 
youth  campsite  in  Albuquerque.  The  money  for 
the  Santa  Fe  hostel  is  to  be  used  for  two  salaries 
and  the  campsite  money  is  earmarked  for  a 
work-meal  program. 

Bill  Brow  pointed  out  that  if  more  projects 
were  focused  on  New  Mexico,  that  more  donations 
might  be  generated.  A fund-raising  letter  will  be 
sent  out  soon.  Bill  Brow  requested  that  more 
Friends  and  non-Friends  volunteer  for  AFSC  area 
committee  work. 

Ministry  and  Oversight  will  meet  approximately 
two  weeks  before  each  QM  session  to  consider 
matters  to  expedite  business.  Friends  with  con- 


cerns for  QM  were  asked  to  inform  M&O  in 
advance.  The  next  session  of  M&O  will  be  held  in 
Albuquerque  prior  to  the  October  QM  session 
scheduled  in  Las  Vegas. 

A treasury  for  QM  will  be  established  by  a 
request  to  Monthly  Meetings  to  donate  $3  per 
adult  member  per  year  (July  to  June).  Friends 
were  urged  to  have  the  bulk  of  the  quota  in  before 
January  of  each  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  upon 
separation  from  PYM,  some  part  of  the  $7  per 
adult  member  per  year  — now  going  to  PYM  — 
might  be  required  to  meet  expenses.  Ted  Church 
will  prepare  a budget  for  the  next  year  (July  1972 
to  June  1973). 

Each  officer  and  QM  committee  chairman  has 
been  encouraged  to  aid  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee by  writing  a description  of  his  or  her 
responsibilities  by  the  next  winter  session 
(February  1973). 

Friends  were  asked  to  consider  the  possibility 
of  beginning  one  or  more  QM  sessions  on  Saturday 
in  the  new  year  rather  than  on  Sunday  morning. 
Las  Vegas  Meeting  raised  the  possibility  of  a 
campout  in  August.  Albuquerque  Friends  sug- 
gested scheduling  special  interest  topics  of  local 
need  with  resourceful  Friends  in  attendance  at  the 
February  session. 


patterns  of  consumption,  our  support  of  the  war 
economy,  our  part  in  maintaining  discrepancies  in 
standards  of  living.  Can  we,  with  loving  concern 
for  each  other,  and  avoiding  coertioii,  still  find  the 
courage  to  examine  these  problems  together? 
There  are  some  of  us  who  yearn  to  find  ways  to 
adjust  our  lives  and  need  encouragement  and 
support,  morally,  financially  or  whatever,  to  do 
this. 

— By  making  more  of  a commitment  to  each 
other,  we  could  make  a still  stronger  witness  for 
peace  to  the  community  around  us. 

— Social  patterns  and  attitudes  resist  change. 
Many  amongst  us,  both  old  and  young,  are 
working  at  it.  Do  we  appreciate  them  enough, 
support  them  enough?  Is  there  something  more,  or 
other,  that  we  each  can  do? 


Friends  cited  ways  known  to  them  which  may 
be  used  to  carry  out  their  convictions,  including 
the  refusal  of  taxes. 

The  meeting  for  business  closed  to  permit  the 
remainder  of  the  time  together  to  be  used  for 
worship  and  fellowship.

Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship  closed  with 
worship  on  Sunday- morning,  June  11,  with  great 
satisfaction  for  those  who  had  been  there  and  with 
expectation  of  meeting  again  in  June  1973.

In  beautiful  Claremont  Meetinghouse,  sur- 
rounded by  sun  tinged  green,  on  May  21,  1972, 
Southern  California  Quarterly  Meeting  approved 
most  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Continuing  Committee  the  night  before  and  dis- 
cussed other  things  more  thoroughly. 

Half  of  the  $1,200  (surplus  from  Family  Camp 
last  year)  which  was  approved  in  February  for 
Family  Camp  will  be  used  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
the  camp  and  the  other  half  for  specific  scholar- 
ships. Get  your  applications  in  right  away.  Con- 
cerned Meetings  were  requested  to  send  written 
evaluations  of  the  camp  to  Quarterly  in  time  for 
the  November  meeting  so  that  we  may  consider 
policy  for  next  year  in  plenty  of  time. 

Clerk,  Recording  Clerk  and  Chairman  of  Minis- 
try and  Counsel  were  approved  to  act  as  an 
Executive  Committee  between  sessions.  Ferner 
Nuhn,  Bob  Vogel  and  Anne  MacKinney  were 
nominated  for  a Committee  for  Liaison  with  the 
Southern  California  Council  of  Churches.  In  order 
to  have  a wider  representation  on  Quarterly 
Meeting  committees,  Meetings  were  asked  to  send 
names  to  Nominating  Committee.  The  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  of  Pacific  Ackworth  School  was  asked 
to  bring  in  a report  in  November  of  function  and 
structure  in  our  relationship. 

Letters  were  written  to:  Cesar  Chavez  express- 
ing support  for  the  spirit  of  his  fast  and  concern 
for  his  health;  several  legislators  urging  stoppage  of 
funds  for  the  war  in  Indochina;  and  a telegram  to 
various  Navy  personnel  urging  that  the  Ticon- 
deroga  courts-martial  be  delayed  till  the  men  can 
have  civilian  legal  counsel.  La  Jolla  Meeting  feels 
very  close  to  these  men  since  they  were  in 
sanctuary  at  their  Meetinghouse  when  arrested.

Following  is  the  wording  of  a letter  to  Cesar 
Chavez  approved  by  Southern  California  Quarterly 
Meeting  at  its  session  on  May  21 : 

As  Friends  gathered  at  our  Southern  California 
Quarterly  Meeting,  we  have  heard  of  your  fast  to 
help  purge  fear  from  growers  and  legislators  across 
the  country  who  have  legislated  against  farm 
workers’  rights.  Your  spirit  of  struggle  has  touched 
our  spirits.  We  have  circulated  pledges  among 


ourselves  to  end  our  involvement  in  buying  head 
lettuce  not  harvested  by  members  of  UFW  and  to 
speak  out  for  farm  workers’  rights  as  we  refuse 
eating  lettuce. 

We  support  you  in  the  spirit  of  your  fast  and 
are  concerned  for  your  health,  but  realize  you 
can’t  be  free  until  all  farm  workers  are  free. 


College  Park 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  had  its  91st 
session  at  John  Wollman  School,  Grass  Valley, 
May  20  and  21,  1972. 

Quarterly  Meeting  approved  setting  aside  $100 
to  be  used  by  members  of  Logan  (Utah)  Worship 
Group  for  travel  to  PYM.  Ministry  and  Oversight 
will  write  a letter  to  the  group  expressing  the 
Quarter’s  support,  explaining  membership  and 
enclosing  a copy  of  the  Discipline.  This  action  was 
in  response  to  a request  from  the  group  at  the 
suggestion  of  members  of  Salt  Lake  City  Worship 
Group. 

Quarterly  Meeting  approved  forming  a com- 
mittee (Elizabeth  Gustafson,  Convenor;  Grace  and 
Calvin  Cope  and  Virginia  Heck,  with  alternates)  to 
call  on  Redwood  Forest  Worship  Group  in 
Sebastopol,  which  has  asked  for  status  of  Monthly 
Meeting.  The  committee  visit  will  be  in  September. 

Friends  are  exploring  the  possibility  of  allo- 
cating land  on  John  Woolman  School  property  for 
a Friends  cemetery. 

A report  on  that  school’s  master  plan  disclosed 
that  enrollment  will  be  held  at  a maximum  of  65 
students  for  the  next  five  years.  An  architect  has 
been  hired  to  work  on  plans  for  various  buildings. 
The  College  Park  Educational  Association  hopes  to 
purchase  an  additional  five  acres,  which  would  give 
access  to  Highway  49.  CPFEA  liabilities  have  been 
reduced  to  $215,000  and  assets  are  now  $500,000. 
Quarterly  Meeting  expressed  gratitude  to  John 
Woolman  staff  and  to  the  CPFEA  for  the  growth, 
quality  and  spirit  of  the  school. 

A travel  minute  was  approved  for  Joachim  and 
Marianne  Leppman  for  their  trip  to  East  Germany 
Meeting. 

The  Quaker  Soledad  Mission  is  embarking  on  a 
program  called  “50  Friends  of  Prisoners  Inside,” 
which  will  involve  one-to-one  contact  with  pris- 
oners, hopefully  starting  at  the  city  and  county  jail 
levels  and  following  through  trials  and  ultimate 
incarceration  in  Prisons,  if  that  happens.  Friends 
were  asked  to  consider  involving  themselves  in  this 
program.  Inquiries  were  directed  to  Ann  Dale  of 
San  Jose  Meeting.

What  does  being  a Friend  mean  in  May  1972? 

Friends  of  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting 
asked  themselves  that  question  after  considering 
State  of  Society  reports  from  Meetings  in  the 
Quarter  and,  at  May  20  session  focused  on  the 
question  in  a period  of  worship.  Here  are  some 
excerpts  from  the  vocal  ministry; 

“There  is  more  in  our  collectivity  than  in  each 
of  us  alone.” 

“To  grow  is  to  change  and  he  who  has  changed 
often  has  grown  much.” 

“God,  give  us  grace  to  change  and  to  grow 
much.” 

“If  people  could  only  move  in  response  to  the 
power  which  moves  the  universe.  This  power  can 
be  likened  to  a spring  . . . The  spring  rises  when 
there  is  an  opening.  Let’s  not  forget  our  role  as 
small  openings.” 

“Tm  desperate.  Not  strong  enough  to  carry 
Vietnam  nor  the  police  violence  in  my  own  home 
town.  Or  even  my  own  fear.  I need  help.  1 don’t 
know  how  to  give  all  — or  when  or  why.  I need  to 
know  how  to  listen  to  God.  It  takes  time  and  faith 
and  togetherness  and  searching  for  a skill.” 

“Neither  the  caring  God  nor  the  God  in  my 
grasp  is  dead  . . . Faith  is  like  streams  of  water 
underground  in  the  spring.  God  is  always  there 
...  We  must  contain  insanity.” 

“I  used  to  have  faith  that,  if  I really  tried,  I 
could  alter  things.  If  I marched  enough,  there 
would  be  Utopia.  But  other  people  are  bigger  and 
have  more  power.  Internal  searcliing  doesn’t  alter 
the  power.  But  it  helps.  We  are  enabled  to  speak 
the  truth,  to  do  what  must  be  done,  whatever  the 
consequences.  More  important  than  the  achieve- 
ment of  goals  is  the  struggle  to  keep  those  goals.”

COMMENTS 

“I’m  convinced,”  comments  Virginia  O’Rourke 
of  Berkeley  Meeting,  “the  best  way  to  undertake 
witness  against  the  illegal  use  of  our  tax  monies  by 
the  government  (over  70  per  cent  of  every  tax 
dollar  is  used  for  war  preparation)  is  to  make 
oneself  invulnerable  to  IRS  collection  tactics  by 
radically  altering  one’s  life  style.

But  in  the  special 
areas  where  we  act  as  Friends  — where  we  try  to 
do  Love’s  will  and  make  decisions  by  it  — at  those 
times  it  is  the  most  idealistic,  sensitized  process  of 
group  decision  making.” 
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Alternative 

House 

Berkeley  Meeting  in  its  May  newsletter  reported 
on  hopes  and  plans  for  Alternative  House, 
described  as  a re-humanizing  alternative  for  the 
troubles  and  anxieties  of  the  typical  man  newly 
released  from  prison  and  in  need  of  a place  to  eat 
and  sleep  — badly  in  need  of  a temporary  home. 

Established  in  June  1971,  the  Alternative 
House  program  includes  housing  and  feeding  with- 
out charge  for  twelve  to  fifteen  such  men  at  two 
adjacent  houses  at  530  - 32nd  Street  in  Oakland. 

Founders  of  the  project  hope  in  the  future  to 
join  the  two  houses  into  an  over-all  complex  with 
expanded  facilities  in  such  a way  as  to  contribute 
to  the  general  development  of  the  immediate 
neighborhood,  particularly  through  a program  for 
drug  abuse  and  juvenile  delinquency. 

“Within  this  project  we  intend  to  work  closely 
with  a number  of  job  development  and  business 
groups,  agencies  or  concerns;  police,  parole  and 
education  establishments,  and  community  and 
church  organizations,  some  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood.” 

Alternative  House  currently  depends  upon  com- 
munity donations  of  money,  food,  ideas  and 
energy. 


MEETINGS 

Los  Angeles  Meeting  recently  noted  that  West- 
wood  Meeting  revived  the  Los  Angeles  Music 
Center  Friday  night  Silent  Peace  Vigil  after  Los 
Angeles  Meeting  had  been  forced  to  drop  it. 
“Earlier,  San  Fernando  Meeting  was  our  big  help,” 
the  L.A.  Meeting’s  newsletter  commented.  At 
mid-month  July  the  vigil  had  been  going  for  five 
years. 

University  Meeting  has  decided  to  purchase 
building  and  grounds  (known  as  the  Husk  prop- 
erty) just  north  of  the  Meetinghouse  parking  lot. 
The  building  has  seven  apartments,  some  rented. 
The  Meeting  intends  to  keep  the  apartments 
rented  indefinitely  to  make  payments  and  grad- 
ually fill  it  with  people  affiliated  with  the  Meeting. 
“Ultimately,  when  we  are  financially  able  to  use 
some  of  the  rooms  for  Meeting  functions,  we  may 
be  able  to  fulfill  some  of  the  dreams  people  have 
had  — and  still  have  — for  significant  outreach  to 
our  community  through  this  facility.”
